ELTHAM’S new community hospital 
is nearing completion, with the first 
services set to open early in the new 
year. 

The hospital, in Passey Place off the 
High Street, will provide GP practices for 
Eltham residents, as well as high-quality, 
integrated clinical and community 
services for people across the borough. 

The 4,200sq metre development will 
eventually be home to two GP practices 


- Eltham Palace Surgery and the Eltham 
Medical Practice. Between them, they 
will serve the needs of almost 16,000 
patients. 

The hospital’s diagnostic suites will 
give GPs and health professionals access 
to equipment including ECG, non- 
obstetric ultrasound, echocardiogram 
and X-Ray. There will be 40 care beds, 
out-patient consulting rooms that will 
be able to treat around 32,000 people a 
year, as well as a minor surgery suite to 
carry out up to 1,500 minor operations 
a year. A range of community services 


will also be relocated to the hospital, 
including mental health, community 
nursing, physiotherapy and paediatric 
departments. 

A group of community and health 
leaders visited the site on Thursday 
(November 13) to find out how work was 
progressing. They included Cllr Denise 
Hyland, leader of the royal borough, and 
Cllr David Gardner, the council’s cabinet 
member for health and adult social care, 
Clive Efford MP and Judy Smith MBE 
from the South Greenwich Forum. 

Dr Ellen Wright, Clinical Chair of NHS 


Greenwich Clinical Commissioning 
Group said: “Eltham residents should 
have every reason to be excited about 
the opening of a new, purpose-built 
NHS hospital that will bring together 
GPs, nurses and social care under one 
roof. The development of the Eltham 
Community Hospital is thanks to the 
vision and tireless work of a small army 
of residents, NHS workers, hospital- 
builders and Eltham community 
champions who have taken the idea from

The planning 
application process does not require 
an assessment of available funding - 
although it was noted that the applicant 
clearly did have the funds at the start of 
the project."

ROYAL Greenwich Trading Standards are 
warning people about scam telephone 
calls made to borough residents by people 
pretending to be the police. 

The rogue callers say they are investigating a 
fraud on the person's bank account and claim 
a large sum had been withdrawn from it. They 
then tell the resident to give them all their 
bank details. The rogue callers also claim the 
resident's bank is part of the fraud and asks 
the resident to take their money out from it. 

Trading Standards says that in this type 
of scam the rogue caller does not hang up, 
which means the line remains open, even if 
the resident hangs up. So any call to check the 
callers' identify will connect back to the same 
person. 

The advice is: If you have any concerns 
about this scam, or you get a phone call from 
someone saying they are from the police, you 


should telephone the police on 1 01 . Make 
sure you wait at least 5 to 1 0 minutes before 
telephoning 1 01 and have a dialling tone 
in case the rogue caller is still on the line. 
Alternatively, telephone 101 from a mobile 
phone or from a neighbour's phone 

Trading Standards says your bank and the 
police would: 

• Never ask for your bank account details or 
PIN number over the phone, so do not disclose 
these to anyone, no matter who they claim to 
be. 

• Never ask you to withdraw money and 
send it to them via a courier, taxi or by any 
other means. 

• Never ask you to send your bank cards, or 
large amounts of cash to them by courier, taxi 
or by any other means.

Weather all storms 


Council all ready to tackle winter's icy blast

AS temperatures start to fall, council 
staff are getting prepared to deal 
with anything that winter can throw 
at us - whether it’s frost, snow, ice, 
high winds or storms. 

A fleet of six road gritters is on stand-by, 
with 2,000 tons of grit in stock, ready help 
clear icy and snow-bound roads. 

The vehicles are fitted with tracking 
systems and hi-tech kit for adjusting the 
spread of salt and grit depending on the 
road conditions. The council’s gritter 
crews can also pre-salt roads with rock 
salt to prevent ice from forming. This will 
also be used to melt ice and snow once it 
has fallen. 

Roads and walkways in the borough are 
gritted according to a priority list. Main 
roads, bus routes, 999 service depots, 
hospitals, schools, major junctions and 
transport hubs take priority. 

Council staff will also grit or clear slopes 
and stairways in communal areas on 
council estates where possible. 

If the winter is comparatively mild, 
severe rain might be a problem. A full-scale 
rehearsal was held in Woolwich last month 


(October) when the fire brigade, the police, 
the council’s emergency planners, the 
Environment Agency and Transport for 
London got together to test their emergency 
plans for dealing with flooding. 

It was a ‘dry run’ simulation of what 
the different agencies would need to 
do, working in partnership, to tackle a 
flooding scenario. The fire brigade, for 
example, might be needed to rescue people 
by boat and pump away flood water, while 
the council would rehouse people and 
support families affected. 

People are also being encouraged to use 
common sense to clearing snow and ice 
from paths and pavements outside their 
front doors and those of their neighbours. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration and transport, 
said: “We are well prepared for the 
possibility of extreme winter weather, and 
we would like residents to be proactive in 
getting ready for the cold spells. Please 
don’t be put off clearing paths because of 
any legal implications. Use your common 
sense, and your actions will help keep our 
neighbourhoods safer and more accessible. 

“We need our residents to work with us 
to prepare for cold weather and keep the 
borough moving. Doing small things like 
brushing away snow near your home and

OVER 55s interested in 
down-sizing and moving 
into a smaller home are 
getting help to move from 
the royal borough. 

They include 70-year-old 
Felicia Bawala who moved 
into her new property in 
Kidbrooke Village, over a year 
ago. 

Felicia has been living in 
the royal borough for over 40 
years where she worked in 
healthcare. She lived in a flat 
in Woolwich for more than 10 
years before deciding to take 
advantage of a royal borough 
rehousing programme. 

She said: “I love my new flat; 
it’s like living in a nice hotel. I 
have settled in really well now 
and been here for over a year 
now. I’m really comfortable 
here and enjoying having so 
much more space and so much 
more to do, it is also a very 
family friendly space for when 
my grandchildren come to 
visit me.” 

Felicia was supported in 
making the move by the 
council which is working with 
housing partners to develop a 
wider range of housing options 


for older people. 

Felicia, told GT: “The 
council were fantastic, they 
dealt with everything and I’m 
grateful. My favourite feature 
of the property is the outdoor 
balcony that I can use to host a 
family BBQ in the summer.” 

Felicia, who has two 
grown up children and six 
grandchildren aged four to 22, 
has a regular stream of visitors 
and a useful large living room 
where she proudly displays 
photos of her family. 

The one-bedroom flat also has 
a purpose-built bathroom with 
facilities that make it easy for 
residents who are less mobile. 

“I have already made a lot 
of new friends living here 
and there is so much to do 
with a restaurant, bar, bingo 
and community area nearby. 
There are also bus stops 
nearby and the train station 
is just up the road. I also feel 
really safe living here with 24 
hour security and CCTV, it 
makes me feel comfortable, 
especially when I have my 
grandchildren staying over,” 
added Felicia.

L AST Tuesday’s 

nationwide two-minute 
silence to remember the 
First World War’s armistice 
also marked the 100th 
anniversary of the start of the 
war, and 70 years since the 
D-Day landings, the turning 
point of the Second World 
War. 

In the borough, factory, 
shop and office staff, 
schoolchildren and students 
stood together in silence in 
tribute to those who died.

In Plumstead, the Abbey 
Wood and Thamesmead 
Royal British Legion branch 
organised ceremonies at 
Plumstead Cemetery and the 
Memorial at Woolwich New 
Cemetery. 

Sunday saw a Remembrance 
Day parade and service 
organised by the Royal 
British Legion’s Eltham 
and Well Hall branch at 
Eltham War Memorial 
and a remembrance 
service at St John’s 
Church. 

The Abbey Wood and 
Thamesmead branch 
held a remembrance 
service at St Michael’s 


and All Angels Church on 
Sunday, with a ceremony 
at the new, council- 
sponsored Memorial Garden 
at Thamesmead. Branch 
President Sam Batty said: “It 
all went very well indeed, and 
there was a bigger turnout 
than we had expected, and 
they included schoolchildren, 
and four wreaths were laid.” 

The Legion was founded 
in 1921 to look after armed 
services people who had been 
maimed in the First World 
War. Sam, now aged 79, said: 
“Unfortunately people like 
me are getting on a bit.

We have 
74 members in our branch, 
compared with 113 a few 
years ago. 

“We obviously try to 
involve younger children 
in what we do because they 
are the Royal British Legion 
of the future.

WW1 roadshow launch 


A TRAVELLING exhibition that 
pays tribute to the names on 
local war memorials has begun 
its tour of the borough. 

It's the result of months of 
painstaking research by 
volunteers and staff at the Royal 
Greenwich Heritage Trust. 
Backed by a £1 0,000 grant from 
the Lottery Fund, the council 
and the Community Covenant 
with the armed services, the 
project researched the names 
carved on local war memorials 
to find out more about who 
they were, and bring their 
stories to life once again. 
Archives and period newspapers 
were used to find out what the 
war meant for local families. 

The exhibition was opened 
at the town hall by the Mayor 
of Royal Greenwich, Cllr Mick 
Hayes to mark Remembrance 
Week. Guests included George 
Kent from Blackheath and his 
wife Jean, whose uncles were 
John and Henry Sturgis. The two 
young soldiers died just 20 days 
apart, John aged 23 and Henry 
aged 19. Their names are on the 
Charlton War Memorial. 

Other guests included the family 
of Arthur North, who features in 
the exhibition. He was born in 
Eltham in 1883 and 
joined the army in 
1902. When war 
broke out in 1914, 

Arthur was made 
a captain in the 
Northumberland 
Fusiliers. He was 
killed when he led 
an attack on an 
enemy position 
on September 27, 

1918, three days 
before his 35th 
birthday. He was 
posthumously 
awarded the 

Military Cross for bravery. 

His granddaughter, Sara 
Rawlings, said: "I never met

him, and my father was only six 
months old when Arthur died, 
so he didn't know him either. 

So seeing this exhibition is very 
poignant. I'm grateful for all the 
work the researchers have done 
so we could find out things we 
didn't know. For example, we 
found out that Arthur's name 
is on another war memorial at 
Bexhill-on-Sea, and I'm going do 
a little research to find out why 
it's there." 

Sara's son Tom, who is Arthur's 
great-grandson said: "This 
exhibition really brings to life 
what happened and the terrible 
effects it had on families. So it's 
good these events are being 
brought to life again today and 
remembered." 

Arthur's great-granddaughter 
Louisa North, said: "I went to 
see his grave in France in March, 
so it was so good to learn 
more things about him at the 
exhibition. What we found out 
made me want to find out more 
about our family's history. The 
exhibition left Woolwich Town 
Hall on Friday (November 14) 
and moved to Charlton House, 
where it will stay for the rest of 
the year. "
